CHIC AGO..When the Black Pamn- 
ther Party for Self-Defense rrusucles 
its detut in Oakland two years aga, 
iis military organd cathon and mind- 
Sterial ththes were taken by many 
Loft intellectuals az a kind of pom- 
Peds palionalism @ la Marcus 
Garvey who used to marchihrough 
Harlom with his wiiformed nurse 
DOrpe and alr force (sans aircraft), 

Even after a series of violent 
shoectouwis with Bay Arca cope, the 
Presidential campaign of Eldridge 
Cleaver and the extensive pabll- 
cation of Huey P, Newben, Bonoy 
Seale and Cleaver, intellectual 
radicals found 1 difficult to grasp 
that the Black Panthers were not 
just a passing Phenomenon, but a 
Permanent, serlous athempt to 
organize a revoluthonary party to 
serve and protect the black com-= 
TUmEY and io eoalithon with other 
groupings te overthrow capitalism 
by force if necessary. 

This fallure to assess the true 
significance of the Panthers stems 
largely from the media's portrayal 
eolneludcing the radical presse--ol 
the Panthers as a series of shoot- 
outs, charismatic leaders are ral- 
ies with lots of shawting ‘right 
oe!’ Little ar noattention has been 
given bo the more significant mass 
work, idedioglcal education and 
careful bullding of a revolutionary 
party structure, Only by studying 
the party ot the local lewel can this 
be Seen 


ILLINGIS PANTHERS FOUNDED 


The [linols Chapter of the Black 
Panther Party was fousied in June 
1968 by four local black revolu- 
ilonarisa -- Jewel Cook, Bobby 
fash, Fred Hampton and Billy 
Brooks, Hampton, who was to be- 
come the Depuy Chairman, had 
Spook two summers leading mili- 
tant demonstrations in the Chicago 
suburb of Maywood, and had a long 
List of proweculions pending against 
him, Kush, who became the Depaty 
Minister of Defense, wenttoCalif- 
ora to establish contact wlth the 
Kationa] Office. in October, the 
rapidly expanding Dlinais cadre 
Was Freeoenized by thy National 
Headquarters, and a ate Chapter 
OMice was opened Movember 1. 

The Dlincis Chapter set oot at 
once to linplement fhe Balionmal 
Party's analysis and program; 
America is [mperialisi apd raclat; 
the black communiiy is an internal 
enlony; the revolutionary struggle 
of the black colony will be the wan- 
guard of the class struggle; and 
struggle requires the jeadershijp of 
an armed revolutionary party. 

Huey FP. Newton's conception of 
the Party was teo-fold, First that it 
was highly disciplined and prac- 
ced democratic centralism, 
Second that the Party as 2 whale 
was to engage inexemplary action, 
The black community in general 
would tearm by observing the 
actions of the Party in the com- 
munity, it was reasoned ane every- 
thing the Party did was educational. 
By leading and serving real needs 
of people, the community as a 
whole would bacome revolutionary. 
Such concepliona are hardly novel 
to revolutionary theory, What was 
atrikingly sew in the American 
context was that the Party actually 
teegan to do if.

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BERKELEY .. RONALD REAGAN 
CREATS THE FASCIST STATE 


BERKELEY == Over two 
hundred poople and seventy police 
were Injured Thursday, May 15, 
In the heaviest battle in Berkeley 
yet. For the first time, cops used 
shotguns and rifles against the 
People. Over a hundred prople were 
hit with blrdshoet, rock salt, load 
Pellets from shetpungs, and even 
with larcg-caliber rifle bullets. 

The people fought back viciously, 
threwing rocks, bricks, bnttles, 
and anything elee they could get 
their hands on, but os yet, no 
Bellce haw been shat, 

The four hour street battle was 
fought over a small, vacand plece 
Of land owned by the University of 
California, The People decided to 
boautify if ond make it into a 
“People's Park, 

A YRar ago the almost one square 
Wiock of land was the slie of some 
of the most beawtifal old homes fn 
the campus area, The university 
bought the fand for 1,3 million 
dollars and demolished the homes, 
For ning months the land was va- 
cant, used only a8 & parking lot by 
Persons willing: to risk having thedr 
ears stuck in the mod, 

Then the people in the com- 
munity, sick of the ugly deserted 
lot, got together and started 
working om the land, The first Sun- 
day a bundred showed up- stadents, 
women, children, bipples, busi- 
hessmen, Everyone was so eager to 
work that there weren't ongugh 
tonls to go around: as soon as 
som tene slopptd worklag someone 
else asked for the pick, shovel, 
or rike, 

Money was collected and od wis 
brought In, and a carpet of grass 
Wha Urolled, Troos and Nowers 
Were planted, a sandbox and swings 
Were Pot in for the children, and 
brick walkways were lald. 

During the week the park pro- 
Whied a place for people to rap, 


‘Le in the sun, play music and cook, 


“Every weekend thousands of pec- 


ble worked in the park, and at the 


of the day a "People’s Stew" 
cooked, and the weary bgt 

satisfied workers would sit around 
and eat together, 

‘The People had a tremendous 
pride in tho park they were bulld- 
ing; they saw the park as on 
example of “soclaliem io prac- 
Hee..." 

Meanwhile, the university was 
sulking in the shadows, After all, 
the university had that plese of 
Paper that said tt coned the land, 
and tt couldn't let the People ine 
tHmidate tf. So unlwersity chan- 
cellor Roger Heyns said the land 
was golng to be used for a soccer 
fold (there are already four seach 
fields in the south campus, aod no 
parks), . 

Oo May 14 Heyns sald he would 
put a fence around the park “io 
Teemablish the conveniontiy for- 
gotten fort that tho field is in- 
deed the university's and to ex- 
Clude onagthorized Person from 
the atte", 

Plans to defend the park were 
never formalized because lhe Peo- 
ple weren't sure exactly bow the 
university would move. When 40) 
Police maved in Thursday morn- 
ing at four a.m. to clear and bold 
the park and the adjacent orca, 
there were only about 50 people 
in the park, Only 3 people refused 
io leave, and they were arresied, 

Thursday morning found the 
police lounging in the park, work= 
moo frantically orecting a steel 
wire fence around the property, and 
residents and students angrily 
walehing the whole tragedy, 

People drifted up Telegraph 
Avenus, which was blocked off 
from Lwight way to Channing, 
awaiting a noon rally on the mear- 
by UC campars, 

Arcund twelve thirty, ovwerthree 
thousand people assembled al the 
rally, while ot least a tie th tit 
others had fo move back down the 
avenoe, [ft was the student body 
president speaking last atthe rally 
who had called for people to march 
down and “take the park," 

Al the corner a — an owe 
a, half a block from the park, 
hy were mel ly burdreds of law 
enforcement officers including 
Berkeley city police, California 
Highway Falrol, San Francisco 
taetical squad, and Alameda County 
sheriffs, 


_ The inevitable tear gas barrage 
began, But this was po normal 
Berkeley street battle, There were 
at least throw thea sane Firople, in- 
cluding many noetdents, at ralgit 
People, and even some fraternity 
fuys whe had helped build the park, 
and the intensity of the Fighting 
Wie greater than over betore, They 
Were fighting for more thang Sok od 
demands, but for something thoy 
had ereated, 

The police could not deporse the 
demonstrators with tear G05 can. 
Histers. Pople kept maving and 
eventually enlarged the battle 


Stane into a 30 square block area, * 


Determined to route the demean- 
Strators, the copa began to es- 
calate thelr offensive, Alameda 
county sheriffs, equipped with 
teelve gauge shotguns filled with 
birdshot and lead pollets, fred ro- 
Peatedly Inte lhe crowd, Many peo- 
ple in the streeis were shot in the 
backs, others were shot standing 
1 roofs overlooking the scene, 

The battle expanded into nearby 
Strects, but the Gulk of the police 
fores remained to protect the park. 
Tht Pilice spread tear gas from 
Specially equipped Cars one 
Rational guard jeeps. They sped 
through the stroets at very hich 
Spidds, Nevertheless, many of the 
OOP Cars were pelied with rocics, 

A eroed of over a hundred peo- 


‘ple hacked two policemen against 


a wall, showered them with bricks, 
and eventually chased them away, 
People then moved to thelr car, 
smashing the window, turming it 
oer, apd setiing ition fre, Dem- 
onstralors berated the officers" 
radio, uniforms, and other equip. 
ment from the burning vohiche. 

The usual ¢bb and flow of sire 
battles was misging--the Aghting 
remained intensive unifl four 
elock, Even in adjacent rosi- 
dential areas the fighting was 
heavy, 18 police shot tear gasg cans 
fistors late howses and whet peaphe 
1 rooftops, Many rosidenta, both 
young and old, aided people, 
oiferiog frei ahd and the relative 
shelter of their homes, 


The days casually figure re- 
Hected the Intensity of the battle, 
AG least 66 people wore treated at 
local bospitals, including five 
Police, one of who wie Atabbed in 
the chest, Over one hundred peo 
Ble went to the first ald center at 
the Free Chureh,.and over aivty 
Olicers were breated at the pollee 
first ald platen, Two reporters 
word infired by shotpan pellets, 
and af least five people wore 
wounded by thirty caliber bullets, 

At giz hm, Governor Reagan, al 
the request of the city of Berkeley 
called cut the Nalloaal Guard, and 
imposed a curfew from ten p.m, 
to six a.m, Mombors of the forty- 
Alnth infantry brigade, a select 
reserve force wlih experience In 
rict control, assembled in undis- 
Closed armeorlos, 

The governor's declaration also 
Prohibited any public assembly, 
Tally oof gathering anywhere in 
Berkeley. Ag people began to 
gather for a noon-time rally on 
Friday, ihe biphway patrol moved 
in to ¢lear the steps at Sproul 
Hall.

EVO: Not long ago, you and Chair- 
man Bobby Seale went on alecture 
tour in the Scandinavian countries 
What can you tell me about this? 
Maga): It was quite an edweational 
trip, Wé found that most whites 
and blacks had an erronecua set 
Of ideas about the Black Panther 
Party, Evoryonos was convinced 
that we were racigts, They didn't 
Widerstand that we were a political 
Party, They thoaght that at worst 
We word a gang, at best a self. 
defense group, For ds the tripwas 
Very @ducalional ami the reception 
we recelved was very good as far 
a3 the broad masses were com- 
corned, The governments weren't 
quite a9 happy and therefore we had 
Plies follow us wherever we went, 
Norway, Denmark, Sweden and 
Finland, Even though the povern- 
monts were pretty uptight about our 
visit, there weren't any overt ob- 
jéctions, The US Government did 
try to prevent the trip by delaying 
my passport. Even though in the 
beginning we were being con- 
sidered a racist bunch of lunatics 
and girictly a-polltical, it was 
worthwhile because people were ao 
misiniormed abot the Diack Pan- 
ther Party in partlewar and the 
Struggle of the black people in 


America in gentral, They didn't | 
know if there was leadership and | 


weren't aware ofthe masses having 
a say at all. The fact thal Sokeley 
Carmblehaiel fad been there a month 
before us and confused things be- 
cause of his deviations from the 
Party ling, blewing at rampant 
racism and cultural nationalism. 
This was especially confusing to 
the representatives of the various 
revolutionary groups represented 
in the Scandinavian countries, 
EVO: Taft Stokeley Carmichael 
the Prime Minister of the Black 
Panther Party? 

Masal: He ts stil] the Frime 
Minister and no official steps 
against him hare been taken a 
yet, The things we learned give 
someé indication that hia deviations 
might be quite serious, Ag inves- 
gation of this in taking place, 
EV: You are talking about the 
confusion abroad regarding the 
Hiack Panther Party's position.

We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or-

black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 

Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a night to bear 

arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 


& We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 


We believe that all black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 


&. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States. 


We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
zo that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economic, social, religious, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the “average reasoning man” of the black 
community 


10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major polideal objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to thelr national destiny. 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature's God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation 

We hold these truths to be selfevident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable mehts; 
that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
io alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new government, laying its 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence, indeed, will dictate thal governments long established-should mot 
be changed for light and transient causes and, accordingly, all expenence 
hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are 
sufferable. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are gecustomed, Bul, when a long train of abuses and unsurpations, pur- 
suing invariably the same object, ev inees adesden to reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism, itis their right, it is their duty, to throw off such govern.
